at least one second cut line through the facestock sheet but not the liner sheet to 
form a facestock sheet second label releasably adhered to the liner sheet; 

the second label being spaced from the first label and separated therefrom by a 
non-label waste portion of the facestock sheet; 

a woakonod l i no segm e nt an elongate continuous die cut line in the facestock 
sheet outside of, and extending at l e ast sub s t antially from the first label to the second 
label; 

the elongate continuous die cut line is a portion of a fold line which passes 
through the first and second labels: 

the facestock sheet being constructed and adapted to be and capable of being 
bent back on the w e ak e n e d l in e se gment fold line to thereby separate the liner sheet 
away from a portion of the first label whereby the label portion can be grasped by a us e r 
and the first label can be peeled off of the liner sheet; and 

the w e ak e n e d l in e-segmerrt elongate continuous die cut line extending through 
the facestock sheet but not through the liner sheet.

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21. (Currently Amended) The construction of claim [[20]] 19 wherein the elongate 
continuous die cut line engages at opposite ends thereof the first and second cut lines, 
and the cut line and the first and second cut lines comprise a continuous die cut line.

weak ened lino socond segment second elongate continuous die cut line extending 
between the second and third labels , the second elongate continuous die cut line lying 
on the fold line . 

23. (Currently Amended) The construction of claim 22 wherein tho first and s e cond 
se§men fe - aro i n tho sam e lin e , and the construction has a structure such that w hen the 
facestock sheet is bent back on the f frst segment first elongate continuous die cut line 
the facestock sheet is also bent back on the second segment elongate continuous die 
cut line to thereby separate the liner sheet away from a portion of the second label 
whereby the label portion of the second label can be grasped by a user and the second 
label peeled off of the liner sheet. 

24. (Currently Amended) The construction of claim 19 wherein the first label has first 
and second parallel ends and the first tino segment elongate continuous die cut line is 
parallel to and spaced between the parallel ends. 

25. (Currently Amended) The construction of claim 19 further comprising a second 
we akened lino segment elongate continuous die cut line which extends between the 
first label and an edge of the facestock shee t, the second elongate continuous die cut 
line lying on the fold line . 

26. (Previously Presented) The construction of claim 1 9 wherein the first and second 
labels are both rectangularly shaped. 
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27. (Previously Presented) The construction of claim 19 wherein the first and second 
labels are both circularly shaped. 

28. (Previously Presented) The construction of claim 19 wherein the facestock sheet 
includes a plurality of labels arranged in a multi-column, multi-row array, and the 
plurality of labels includes the first label and the second label. 

29. (Previously Presented) The construction of claim 19 further comprising the liner 
sheet having a release coating, and adhesive between the facestock sheet and the 
release coating.

(Currently Amended) The construction of claim 84 further comprising a third 
weakened line thifd segment outside of, and extending at least substantially from the 
first label to the second label, a fourth weakened line fourth segment outside of, and 
extending at least substantially between the second and third labels, the [[same]] 
weakened fold line defines a first weakened fold line which passes through the first, 
second and third labels; the third and fourth weakened line segments defining a second 
weakened fold line which passes through the first, second and third labels; the first and 
second weakened fold lines being parallel to one another, spaced from one another, 
and both on the same side of the centerpoint line. 

110. (Previously Presented) The construction of claim 92 further comprising adhesive 
coating the entire bottom surfaces of all of the first labels and all of the second labels. 

111. (New) The construction of claim 19 wherein the die cut line is continuous with 
the at least one first cut line and the at least one second cut line. 

112. (New) The construction of claim 44 wherein there are no weakened lines in the 
liner sheet contiguous with the first weakened line segment or with the second 
weakened line segment. 

113. (New) The construction of claim 50 wherein an end of the first weakened 
segment closest to the label is spaced a distance therefrom by a short section of uncut 
material. 

114. (New) The construction of claim 57 wherein there are no weakened lines in the 
liner sheet contiguous with the first, second third or fourth weakened line segments. 

115. (New) The construction of claim 65 wherein there are no weakened lines in the 
liner sheet contiguous with the first weakened line segment or with the second 
weakened line segment. 
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116. (New) The construction of claim 67 wherein there are no weakened lines in the 
liner sheet contiguous with the first weakened line segment or with the second 
weakened line segment 

117. (New) The construction of claim 69 wherein there are no weakened lines in the 
liner sheet contiguous with the first weakened line segment or with the second 
weakened line segment, and the first and second weakened line segments are both 
elongate continuous die cut lines. 

118. (New) The construction of claim 75 wherein there are no weakened lines in the 
liner sheet contiguous with the die cut line segments. 

119. (New) The construction of claim 75 wherein the die cut line segments are 
spaced from adjacent ones of the labels by short sections of uncut material. 

120. (New) The construction of claim 77 wherein the weakened fold line is an 
elongate continuous die cut line, 

121. (New) The construction of claim 120 wherein there are no weakened lines in the 
liner sheet contiguous with the weakened fold line. 

122. (New) The construction of claim 84 wherein there are no weakened lines in the 
liner sheet contiguous with the first weakened line segment or with the second 
weakened line segment. 

123. (New) The construction of claim 89 wherein the liner sheet has no weakened 
lines which are contiguous with the weakened line segment, 

124. (New) The construction of claim 92 wherein the weakened fold line is a cut line 
through the facestock sheet but not through any of the labels. 

125. (New) A label sheet construction, comprising: 
a liner sheet; 

a facestock sheet adhered to the liner sheet; 
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at least one cut line through the facestock sheet but not the liner sheet to form a 
facestock sheet label releasably adhered to the liner sheet; 

a weakened line segment in the facestock sheet, outside of the label, not 
penetrating the liner sheet, on a non-label portion of the facestock sheet and between 
the label and an adjacent edge of the facestock sheet; 

the weakened line segment defining a weakened fold line of the construction; 

the weakened fold line passing through the label; and 

the construction being structured such that the facestock sheet can be bent back 
on the weakened fold line to separate the liner sheet away from a portion of the label so 
that the label portion can be grasped and the label can be peeled off of the liner sheet. 

126. (New) The construction of claim 125 wherein the weakened line segment is an 
elongate continuous die cut line. 

126. (New) The construction of claim 126 wherein the die cut line is continuous with 
the at least one cut line. 

128. (New) The construction of claim 125 wherein the weakened line segment is 
perpendicular to an edge of the facestock sheet. 

129. (New) The construction of claim 125 wherein there are no weakened lines in the 
liner sheet contiguous with the weakened line segment. 

130. (New) The construction of claim 125 wherein the label is surrounded by a non- 
label portion of the facestock sheet. 

131. (New) The construction of claim 125 wherein the facestock sheet includes a 
non-label edge frame, and the weakened line segment is in the frame. 

132. (New) The construction of claim 125 wherein the facestock sheet includes a 
plurality of labels including the label, each of the labels being surrounded by non-label 
portions of the facestock sheet. 
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133. (New) The construction of claim 125 wherein the weakened line segment 
defines a first weakened line segment, and a second weakened line segment is in the 
facestock sheet and on the fold line, and the label is positioned between the first and 
second weakened line segments. 
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
